First Armed Squadron Ever Owned by 


tbe 0cited States 


The first flag ever hoisted upon a 


United States n-ar vessel was hauled 
to the masthead of the 
Alfred by 


Lieut. Paul Jones, who became fa- 
mous as the commander of the Bon 
ITomme Richard later in the revolu- 
tionary war. 


This flag, although differing from 


ihe American flag of the present day, 
was as dear to the hearts of the young 
Americans of the time as the present 
banner is to our population of to-day. 
It inspired them to de-eds of courage 
end daring, and its honor was jealous- 
ly guarded. 


This first flag was made of yellow 


silk, and bore the device of a pine 
tree and a rattlesnake, with the motto: 
"Don't Tread ou Me." The fleet 
over \v-h:ch this omblem was raised 
was the first armed squadron ever 


-Red by the United States govern- 


ment. 
It sailed'from 
Philadelphia 


one. frosty morning in January, 1770. 


The little fleet comprised eight ves- 


sels and was commanded by 
Capt. 


Ksek Hopkins, chosen for the post by 
the continental congress on aceocunt 
of his patriotism, courage and varied 
experience as a sea captain. When 
Capt. Hopkins stepped aboard the 
barge, that was to convey him' to his 
flagship, the Alfred, the enthusiasm 
of the populace who lined the wharves 
knew no bounds. Amid the cheering 
of the multitude the barge made its 
way through 
tht ice floes. When 


Capt. Hopkins pined the deck of his' 
vessel amid the plaudits of tbe people 
and the booming of cannon Lieut. 
Paul Jones hoisted the first flag upon 
a United States man-of-war. 


This little squadron was to rendez- 


vous at Cape Hcalopen, and then 
cruise along the shore and intercept 
the British fle«t commanded by Lord 
Dunmore, which had been devastat- 
ing the coast. 


They were, however, unable to find 


the enemy, and finally decided to at- 
tack the town of New Providence, 
Bermuda, where ihe British were sup- 
posed to have a large amount of stores 
and ammunition.

town and then landed 
a body of 


troops under the protection of the 
guns of the squadron, nnd carried the 
fort by storm. 
After remaining in 


posR??sion-.of the town-several'days 
they withdrew. The squadron carried 
away a grent quantity of supplics.'in-

powder and a large amount of general

The city of Lima needs a new High 


school building. There seems on this 
point no difference of opinion, either 
in this board or among our people. 
By levying two mills we will be within ,
